AN ACT TO PROMOTE THE SETTLEMENT OF SOL- 
DIERS’ ACCOUNTS ON THE BOOKS OF THE 

TREASURER’S OFFICE. 

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont: 

Sec. 1 . Hie Treasurer ol this State is hereby directed 
to prepare, in tabular lorm, a statement showing the 
amount due from this State to soldiers in the late war for 
the suppression of the rebellion, Avhich statement shall 
give the name ot the soldier, his company and regiment 
with the amount due him, designating whether it is for 
extia State pay, or allotted United States pay, or for in- 
terest on allotted pay. 

Sec. 2. The Treasurer is directed to publish the state- 
ment required to be prepared by section one of this act, 
in a pamphlet, with an edition of three hundred copies, 
and to send one copy to each town and county clerk in 
this State, to be kept by such clerks to be referred to by 
any persons : and the Treasurer is directed to give notice 
of such publication by one insertion thereof in one paper 
in each county wherein a newspaper is published. 

Sec. 3. The bdls for such publication as is ordered in 
section two of this act shall be audited and allowed by the 
Auditor of Accounts, at a reasonable rate, who shall draw 
his orders on the Treasurer in payment thereof. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect from its passage.
